Northern District Celebrates St.

LONDON, June 27 — Deplorable 
conditions prevailed in Syria, said the 
Marquis of Crewe, in the House of 
Lords today, in a statement deplin 
with the Arab revolt against the 
Turks. A cordon had been drawn by 
the Turks around the Lebanon dis- 
trict and they were starving the in- 
habitants of that district. Bearing in 


mind the fate of Armenia, he said, it 
was impossible not to feel grave con- 
cern for the fate threatening the in- 
habitants of Syria. 

The Turks had exercised the great- 
est tyranny on Syrian notables, con- 
tined the Marquis, and had = con- 
demned twenty of them to death and 
many others to imprisonment or exile. 
He understood that representations 
had been made by the Washington 
government to the Turkish govern- 
ment, and it was difficult to see what 
further could be done, It could only 
be hoped, he added, that military suc- 
cesses Which might be attained in a 
different part of the world, might have 
desired effect.

Rome and Paris Receive 
News of the Offensive 
With Joy 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June .27—Further cor- 
roboration of the belief that’ the al- 
lies have begun their combined of- 
fensive against the Teuton forces now 
in the field is supplied by the signi- 
ficant statement in the German official 
bulletin today that British artillery is 
maintaining an intense fire on Ger- 
man positions on both sides of the 
Somme River, 

This reiterated emphasis tn the of- 
ficial German communique of the vio- 
lence of the British attacks is believed 
to be intended to prepare German 
public opinion for an extensive re- 
tirement of German forces from their 
present positions. 

Germany believes the “big push" is 
about to begin. The Teutons are 
feverishly reinforcing their lines in 
northern France and Flanders as Bri- 
tish guns continue a steady pounding 
against the whole front from Ypres to 
the Somme, 

Specially constructed railway cars 
are carrying heavy artillery to the 
front of the Bavarian crown prince, 
Amsterdam despatches reported to- 
day. Several trainloads have passed 
through Louvain. 

The London public is awaiting 
eagerly for first news of the expected 
clash, Paris and Rome newspapers 
today joined in the belief that the al- 
lied super-offensiye Is getting” under 
way, 

Both in Rome and in Paris the pros- 
pects of a combined offensive on all 
fronts are being received with re- 
joicing. Paris critics believe the first 
stroke against the German lines by 
the British in northern France will 
cause the abandonment of the German 
drive on Verdun. 


RECRUITING 
ISURGED ON 
SOUTH SIDE 


Eloquent Address is Delivered by 
Rev. C. Carruthers of Holy 
Trinity 


“Some men say that they can't en- 
list because of their ‘job.’ They can't 
leave their business or work, But if 
someone were to offer them fifty cents 
a day more than they are getting their 
‘job’ wouldn't hold them very long. 
Others say they can’t leave their 
family; and their wives at the same 
time are wondering whether they are 
going to enlist. As long as a man ts 
physically fit and of military age he 
should allow no other reason to hold 
him back.” 

The above straight from the 
shoulder words were spoken last night 
by Rey, C, Carruthers, rector of Holy 
Trinity church, at the big recruiting 
rally held at the Bandstand, South 
Side. Rev. Mr, Carruthers made a fine 
recruiting speech, dealing with the 
subject in a careful finished manner, 
He pointed out the fact that the pre- 
sent war, while cruel and merciless, 
is one which from a British standpoint 
is absolutely necessary. Britain is 
fighting for faith. Germany had taken 
the Darwinian theory that “might 
made right,” and had turned it into a 
religion following it until the war of 
today had resulted, 

Rey, Mr, Carruthers appealed for 
recruits for the overseas battalions, 
The other speakers of the evening, 
Colonel Osborne, of the 101st, and 
Prof. W. M. Edwards, who made 
especial appeal to those who were un- 
able to go overseas but who might 
enlist in the militia regiments and the 
militia reserve. 

The recruiting rally was held under 
the auspices of the 101ist regiment, 
and was preceeded by : big parade, 
which formed on the North Side, 
headed by the Newsboys’ Band, and 
the drum and bugle band of the 101st, 
The North Side companies of the 
101st regiment marched over the High 
Level Bridge, where they were join- 
ed by the South Side company.

that municipal ownership was a 
failure, While he once advocated it, 
he is now opposed, but did not think 
the time is opportune to sell the street 
railway. 


Ex-Ald. Rice Sheppard thought it 


would be an injustice to consider ne- 
gotiations for the street railway ow- 
ing to the fact that so many property 
owners had enlisted and were over- 
seas. He believed people should be 
satisfied with an hour's service in cer- 
tain parts of the city, and if it would 
not pay at one hour then make it a 
two-hour service,

Bombardments Around Ver- 
dun Show Considerable 
Falling Off

LONDON, June 27—The official 
communication issued by the British 
war office this evening says: 

“Last night, southeast of the Ypres 
salient, a German attack was re- 
pulsed near the Ypres-Menin canal, 
All along the fr nt our patrols wéro 
very active, entering enemy trenches 
at numerous points and = inflicting 
many casualties and capturing a few 
prisoners, 

“Barly this morning we successful- 
ly exploded two mines near Loos, In 
connection with one cf these explos- 
ions, the Leinster regiment inflicted 
many casualties on the enemy during 
a successful raid, 

“Yesterday, in the air, numerous 
hostile aircraft were encountered on 
the enemy's side of the line, Five of 
our machines engaged four Fokkers, 
two of which were brought down and 
fell out of control. Two more of the 
enemy's machines were driven down 
in the course of the day. Our casual- 
ties: One machine missing.” 


The Austrians, in the region of 
Trent, are still falling back before the 
advance of the Italians, who have re- 
captured numerous important points 
of vantage. The towns of Posira and 
Arsiero again have fallen into the 
hands of the Italians, while in the en- 
tire region between the Adige and 
Brenta rivers numerous peaks and 
mountain positions have been retak- 
en. The Austrians, according to tho 
Italian war office, vainly attempted 
to hold back the Italians by a concen- 
trated artillery and machine gun fire, 
but the Italians would not be denied, 

There has again been a slackening 
in the intensity of the bombardment 
of the various sectors around Verdun, 
and only one infantry attack was at- 
tempted Tuesday. This was launch- 
ed by the Germins on the part of the 
village of Fleury, northwest of Ver- 
dun, which is held by the French, It 
was repulsed. 

On the front in northern Russia the 
Germans have bombarded Russian 
positions and followed them up with 
infantry attacks. Petrograd says 
that all the attacks were put down by 
the Russian fire. The official state- 
ment issued by the Russian war olffi- 
ce places the number of prisoners cap- 
tured by General Brussiloff's army 
between June 4th and June 28rd at 
198,972 officers and men,

Workmen Tell His Plan Worked 
to Deceive Inspectors on Par-

WINNIPEG, June 27—KEvidence as 
to the methods the workmen employed 
by Thomas Kelly & Sons in the con- 
struction of calissons under the Mani- 
toba parliament buildings was given 
this afternoon by several laborers in 
the trial of Thomas Kelly, Charlie 
Karlovita and Ludwig Kuczkowski 
swore that there was a system by 
which they were advised by the fore- 
man for the firm, Charlie Angle, as 
to the quality of the concrete mixture 
they were to make for the caissons, 
They declared that If no government 
inspector were around Angle would 
raise five fingers of one hand, and 
would whistle, and the laborers in the 
mixing plant took it as a signal to 
put four wheelbarrow loads of grave! 
and one of crushed stone with two 
bags of cement. If the inspector were 
there Angle would signal with four 
fingers and a whistle, and the work- 
men would mix one load of crushed 
stone and threo loads of gravel with 
the same quantity of cement, 

John Robertson, also employed on 
the work during the caissons oon- 
struction, swore that when the work- 
men were ready to fill one caisson hole 
with concrete they found the hole full 
‘> yater, They pumped out fifteen 
fc" of it, and then dumped the mix- 
ture (f cement, gravel and crushed 
stone ‘4.10 the hole, mixing no water 
with it previously, Octave Guilbauit 
swore that « good many of the ecais- 
sons were not excavated to rock. Alex, 
Reuss, a laborer, gave evidence that 
when one caisson was dug about forty 
feet water was struck, The hole was 
filled with a dry mixture,

This by way of 
overcoming the scarcity of freight 
carriers, and getting the Austra- 
lian crops to market. ‘It is an ex- 
periment, of course, and a some- 
what venturesome one; and it may 
be suspected that the enterprise 
will go on the rocks when the war 
ends, freight rates collapse, and 
merchant lines again get hunting 
for business at any rates that will 
pay expenses. But as an expedi- 
ent for meeting present conditions 
and getting wheat from the fields 
to the markets of the old world, it 
does look a good deal more pro- 
mising than our own Govern- 
ment’s scheme of seizing a few 
million bushels and lending it to 
speculators, 

It may be of course that. the at- 
tempt to cut expenses on the street 
railway by running fewer cars will 


cut business and revenue more 
than it does the expenses, and 
leave the enterprise in a worse 


position than it is. The change is 
by way of an experiment made un- 
der circumstances whieh demand 
that something be done. It should 
be fair to suppose under such con 
ditions that the public would make 
the best of the less convenient ser- 
viee, and would also give their 
patronage to their own enterprise 
rather than to competitors. In 
street railway service, as in other 
things, we have to be content these 
days with what we can afford, 
whether it is what we want or not. 
And we certainly cannot afford to 
continue the present rate of loss 
on the street railway if there is 
any way of making it less.

Egyptian Flag. 

To the Bulletins When was the 
British protectorate estabiished in 
Egypt? What is the Egyptian flag?

A British protectorate over Egypt 
was declared, with the recognition of 
France, on December 18, 1914, and 
the next day a proclamation was is- 
sued to the effect that Abbas Hilmi 
Pasha had been deposed from the 
Khediviate because of his adherene 
to the enemies of Great Britain. The 
ottice was conferred, with the title of 
Sultan of Egypt, on His Highness 
Prince Hussein Kamil Pasha, and at 
the time of the proclamation the new 
Eeyptian flag was first hoisted on the 
government building. The flag con- 
sists of three white crescents with 
their backs to the staff, each with a 
five-pointed star between the horns on 
a red tield. The flag was the personal 
standard of the Khedive, and now 
takes the place of the former national 
flag, which was distinguished from 
the Turkish flag by having a star of 
five instead of six points,

CALGARY MAN 
UP FOR TRIAL 


Evidence of Conspiracy However 
is Very Slight, Says Magis- 
trate Davidson 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CALGARY, June 27—After further 
evidence had been taken on the sub- 
ject of the purchase of the two hoists 
for the Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative 
Elevator Company, Tuesday morning, 
Magistrate Davidson remanded E. RK. 
Leverton, accused of conspiracy to de- 
fraud, for trial under that charge. 

“I feel disposed to remand the ac- 
cused for trial, Though the evidence 
of conspiracy is very slight, it is suf- 
ficient for me to send it up to a higher 
court,” said the magistrate, 

In this case it was alleged that Le- 
verton, sometime construction mana- 
ger for the elevator company at a 
yearly salary of $3,600, had conspired 
with E. J. Allport to defraud the com- 
pany by conspiracy out of $577.50. 

The attorney for the defense, J. M. 
Cameron, contended strenuously that 
no conspiracy had been shown. He 
declared that Leverton could not be 
guilty of conspiracy unless Allport was 
also guilty. A conspiracy must be 
between two persons. He submitted 
that the prisoner was not guilty of 
the crime with which he was charged, 

Five other charges remain to be 
disposed of. 

New evidence on the subject of the 
purchase of the hoists was submitted 
by A. K. Richardson, secretary of the 
Western Supply and Equipment Co. 
He stated that his company had paid 
Leverton $687.50 for the two hoists, 
and on theft ollowing day had sold 
them to the elevator company for $700,

Former Star Walks From Dia-

The exit of Big Ed Walsh from the

All Dominions of Empire Must be 
Represented Says Lionel 
Curtis of London 


Discussing at the luncheon of the 
Canadian Club in the Macdonald hotel 
today “The Imperial Problem" in its 
relation to peace and War, Liowel Cur- 
tis, London, Eng. of the “Round 
Table," a London quarterly, and for 
six years secretary of the Round Table 
conference, stated that the only solu- 
tion of it was the re-construction of 
the Imperial cabinet and parliament 
80 as to make them representative of 
vil the dominions, including Canada, 
Australia, South Africa and New Zea- 
land, as well as the United Kingdom, 
Mr. Curtis, who is touring Western 
Canada, accompanied by Prof. G. M. 
Wrong, of the University of Toronto, 
has addressed meetings at Winnipeg 
and other points. 

The responsibility is passing across 
the Atlantic from the old countries to 
the new find when I am face to face 
with gatherings like this I can only 
say I am glad that it is," was the con- 
cluding sentence of the address by 
Lionel Curtis, of London, Eng., on 
“Imperial Problems,” to the members 
of the Canadian Club at their luncheon 
in the Macdonald Hotel yesterday af- 
ternoon, Mr, Curtis, who has been 
identified with the life of South Africa 
before and since the creation of the 
Commonwealth, and with the “Round 
Table,” the London quarterly, has 
been general secretary for the past six 
years of the “Round Table,” an or- 
ganization that has for its object the 
concentration of the thought of lead- 
Ing men wi the. various dominions 
L.pon problems affecting the welfare of 
the empire. The object of his present 
tour through Canada is to direct at- 
tention to “The Imperial Problem, in 
Relation to Peace and War,” and the 
solution he suggests is the re-constitu- 
tion of the Imperial cabinet and par- 
Nament so as to make them represent- 
ative of all the Commonwealth, in- 
cluding Canada, Australia, New Zen- 
land and South Africa, as well as the 
United) Kingdom, 

Responsible Government the Issue. 

Mr. Curtis began by the statement 
that the war was not caused by the 
aseassination of the Austrian archduke 
nor the breach of Belgian neutrality, 
that back and hehind all this they 
hnew they were fighting for their exis- 
tence as « British conimonweatth, and 
that the autocracies of central Europe 
were fighting to destroy that c mon- 
wealth and in doing so to destroy the 
principle for which it stood, It wos 
because of that principle that a coun- 
try so remote as Canada or New Zen- 
land or Australia had chosen to take 
part in the struggle. ‘We are fight- 
ing,” he said, “for the principle of 
freedom, or to pot itin mo practise 
language, for the principle 6f respon- 
sible government, which, after all, is 
oh alternative term for the word free- 
dom, as the two ideas are inseparable 
from one another,” 

Pointing out that Canada was the 
country in which responsible govern- 
nent, as applied to the newer com- 
munities, had been worked out as a 
system, he declared that the definition 
of responsible government as a strug- 
gle for rights was tt very partial view. 
Tt was not so much a grasping after 
tights as the assumption of obligations 
an assumption of' duties, Proceeding 
to outline the devélopment of Canada 
toward self-government he said that 
the most important feature of the op- 
eration was the establishment of one 
fovernment that could handle the af- 
fairs common to the whole dominion 
and that was responsible to the Cana- 
dian people. What was granted to 
Canada, he sald, had been. assumed to 
be granted to every other self-govern- 
ing dominjon, and the result was thit 
what it Wid taken Canada one bun- 
dred years to accomplish had been ef- 
fected in ten years in South Africa. 

Must Be Responsibility. 

Canada, continued Mr, Curtus, was 
committed to the war by ministers who 
were not responsible to the Canadian 
people, and when peace reeurned ihe 
ministers charged with the task of 
keeping that peace unbroken for the 
Dominion would not be. .aswerable to 
the Canadian voters, This state of 
things, he said, could not last. Peace or 
war, the issues of national life and 
veath, were the greatest of all national 
interests, Certainly the t!me would 
come and at no distant date” when 
Canadians would have’ ministers ve- 
sponsible to themselves for foreign af- 
fairs. There were, however, two way 4, 
ond two only, in which this could be 
cone, The ministers at Ottawa already 
answerable to the Canadian people 
were not at present responsible for 
the issues of peace and war. ‘hey 
might, of course, be mude so, but this 
could on. be made for Canada, not 
in London, but at Ottawa. Such a noti- 
fication, however wasa declaration of 
independence, which severe the con- 
nection of Canada with the British 
commonwealth and deprived Cana- 
dians of their status as British sub- 
jects. 

Have Imperial Government. 

By this course Canadinos woull 
destroy the British commonweulta 
for the suke of which they were now 
fighting the Germans, The only other 
alternative was to make the ministers 
now responsible for imperial affairs no 
less answerable tO Canadians than 
to Englishmen. In order to do this 
the present imperial government must 


first be divested of all business solely 
relating to the British Isles, Britatn 
must have «a Dominion government 
of its own to look ufter its own af- 
fairs, just as Canada or South Africa 
had, The imperial cabinet and Par- 


limment could then be so reconstruct- 
ed as to make them representative of 
ell the dominions, aneluding Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, as well as Britain. 

The measure required to effeet such 
au change, said Mr. Curtis, could only 
1 drafted by an imperial convention 
representing the leaders of all partios 
in all the dominions, Such «a measure 
when drafted, would have to be rati- 
fied by the people in each of the coun- 
tries concerned, And by no other 
means could the British common- 
l wealth continue to exist. Self-covern- 
ment was the breath of its nostrils, the 
low of its being, and unless that prin- 
ciple were realized in its institution the 
Lritish commonwealth would break up 
aw it had once before in the 18th cen- 
tury, It was Canada rather than 
Britain which would be called upon ta 
decide whether or not this change was 
to be made, 

Thousands of Canadians were giv- 
ing their lives for the British com- 
monwealth, but whether those, lives 
were to be given in vain would depend 
tpon what those who outlived thera 
did after the war, In facing this pro- 
blem Canada would decide not merely 
her own future and fate, but that of 
the whole British commonwealth,
